Indoid, iho 
public mind liad marked out lor bim a 
v-inorePDTiftble, and,, if not higbor, at 
least, moro loorativo poaiuon iliuu that 
ot Lieu'.ennnt Governor. But ilio peo- 
ple bud become ^o uccusioraed lo tbink 
ot a first elaas C^nudiau stalcBmsin in 
conueotiou with Iho position i.bat ihe 
Budden and wholly untxpeotcd announce 
ment diBlaibed the equilibiium of the 
public mind.

itances than was at Brtst npprebondcd, 
even by many of his friends. So far as
